On the Rock River island, 100 


small walnut trees and about 300 
walnuts have been planted to re- 
place those' trees cut down and 
sold last year. 


McDaniel reported that though 


150 trees weie cut down last fall, 
there Is still a great number of 
walnut trees from 2 to 18 inches 
in diametcd as well .is many 
larger unmerchantable walnut 
trees which are still bearing nuts. 


He said it is planned to harvest 


some trees about every five years 
but not as many as were cut down 
last fall. 


He pointed out that the city 


had not harvested walnut trees 
in about 40 years prior to the re- 
cent harvest. And he said, a re- 
planting will follow every cut- 
ting.

S t i l l another project toward 


beautifying the city is7the plan to 
reconstruct the stone wall on the 
north side of the river between the 
bridges.

Now, the park board has ob- 


tained the stones from the old 
bridge near Chana in Ogle coun- 
ty which mas given to Dixon for 
hauling it away. These stones 
will finish off the wall started 
with (he Grand Detour bridge 
stones.

Reds Want India 
At Geneva Talks 
U. S. Firmly Opposed to 
Widening Scope of-Debate 


GENEVA (IPi—An informed source said today Russia has demanded 


India be invited to take part in Indochina peace talks coming up here. 
Such a proposal is certain to throw another obstacle in the path of the 
Indochina talks. 


The source said the Soviets 


might also even ask that Indonesia 
and Burma be invited to take part. 


The United States is understood 


to be firmly opposed to including 
India in the talks on the grounds 
the conference should be held to 
as small a circle of interested na- 
tions as possible. 


Nehru's Plan 


India's Prime Minister Nehru re- 


cently announced to his own par- 
liaihent in New Delhi a program 
for an end to the 7-year-old Indo- 
china war, including an Immediate 
cease-fire, a non-intervention pact 
by the big powers and direct nego- 
tiations between the French and 
the Communist-led Vietminh reb- 
els. 


The report of Russia's move to 


bring India to Geneva came short- 
ly after it was revealed that Viet 
Nam's Chief of State Bao Dai had 
agreed to sit down at the confer- 
ence table here with representa- 
tives of the Vietminh. 


Until the reported new Russian 


demand, Bao Dai's previous oppo- 
sition to rebel participation had 
been the major obstacle prevent- 
ing organization of the Indochina 
talks after conclusion of the pres- 
ent debate on Korea. 


Virtually Agreed 


It was reported earlier the East 


and West were virtually agreed 
on including nine parties at the 
Indochina conference. These would 
be the United States. Russia, 
Britain, France, Red China, the 
Vietminh and the three French- 


sponsored governments of Viet 
Nam, 
Cambodia and Laos. 


The debate on Korea appeals to 


be bogging down. Informed sources 
described the United States as an- 
noyed by the reluctance of its 
Western allies to get into the for- 
mal discussion on that issue. 


Aside from Secretary of State 


Dulles, none of the foreign minis- 
ters of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization on hand here has yet 
spoken on Korea. That includes 
Britain's Anthony Eden, France's 
Georges Bidault and Canada's Les- 
ter B. Pearson. 


U.S. Concerned 


The sources indicated the United 


States was somewhat concerned 
over the possible effectiveness of 
the ^Asia-for-Asians 
declarations 


heie'by Soviet Foieign Minister 
V. M. Molotov and Red China's 
Chou En-lai on public opinion in 
Asia. U. S. circles felt the Western 
diplomats were not making full 
use of the conference to get across 
their viewpiont to Asians. 


CUT PRICES 


VIENNA,. Austria OR— Commu- 


nist Poland today announced ex- 
tensive price reductions in con- 
sumer goods and public services 
in its campaign to improve living 
standards. The outs ranged from 4 
per cent for some kinds of meat to 
40 per cent for silk. The Warsaw 
radio said the reductions would go 
into effect Saturday.

Mrs. Tillie Walsh. She*was found 
early Thursday on the far South 
Side beaten and strangled after a 
rape attempt". 


Golden said Barry admitted he 


had volunteered„ to drive Mrs. 
Walsh in her car after it was- in- 
volved in an accident He said he 
drove her to 108th St. and1 Langley 
Ave., 
and -left her there in 'the 


car. He told police she was in a 
"state' of shock"* from the' auto 
mishap. It was at the same Inter* 
section that Mrs. Walsh was-found 
dead inv her car. 


Police said that Mrs. Walsh had 


run her car ove"r a curb while re- 
turning; to'the horn* of a daughter. 


She had spent.the evening baby- 
sitting with eight children of a 
second daughter. Golden said a 
man entered the tavern to tell pa- 
trons that the woman needed help' 
after the accident. Two men pa- 
trons went outside to aid her, po-' 
lice said, and one was Barry. 


Barry, who was questioned for 


several hours until early this morn- 
ing, was being held without formal 
charge. 


A coroner's physician said Mrs. 


Walsh had put up a desperate 
struggle against the slayer. Her 
skull was 'fractured, her nose 
smashed and there were bruises 
about the arms, legs, face' and 
back. He said there were indica- 
tions that rape had been attempt- 
ed. An inquest was 
scheduled

Sen. McCarthy's Aide Admits 
Faking Controversial Photo 


Cominittee 
Wanted 
He Thought 


James Juliana 
Made Decision to 
Furnish Picture 
WASHINGTON (IP) — 


James Juliana, an investiga- 
tor for the McCarthy commit- 
tee, testified today he ordered 
the printing of a controver- 
sial "cropped" photograph, 
showing Secretary of the 
Army Stevens and Pvt. G. 
David Schine alone. 


He acknowledged the print was 


from a more extensive picture 
showing also Air Force Col. Jack 
T. Bradley. 


Juliana said he had ordered en- 


largements of both the picture of 
Stevens and Schine alone, and a 
picture showing the two with Brad- 
ley. 


'My Decision' 


Juliana said he delivered the 


photograph showing Schine and 
Stevens alone to the senate com- 
mittee investigating the McCarthy- 
army row, because he thought that 
was what the committee wanted. 


Prodded by Chairman Mundt (R- 


SD) as to whose "specific deci- 
sion" it was to bring /to the investi- 
gators the picture (showing .only 
Stevens and Schine, Juliana re- 
plied: 


'(That was my decision." 
Juliana said he instructed Don 


Surine, assistant counsel for the 
McCarthy committee, to prepare 
the enlargements. 


Juliana was called to the witness 


chair after Sen. McCarthy had 
spoken up at the hearings on his 
row with army officials and de- 
clared that Juliana had altered the 
picture. 


Conflicting Account* 


In other developments: 
1. Army Counsel Joseph N. 


Welch demanded that McCarthy 
be called to the witness chair as 
soon as Secretary Stevens finishes 
his testimony. Mundt told Welch 
the committee would determine 
the order of the proceedings. 


2. George Anastos and Mrs. 


Frances Minis, staff employes of 
McCarthy, both swore they knew 
nothing, about the "cropping" of 
the photograph. There was some 
conflict, however, between their 
account of how the photograph was 
handled at the staff offices. 


3. Schine, in brief testimony, said 


that after refreshing his memory 
overnight he thought he had given 
an accurate account Thursday of 
his part in the photo episode. That 
part was chiefly to furnish the 
original picture. Schine was ex- 
cused from the witness chair but 
is to come back later for more 
general testimony. 


Juliana insisted he was just try- 


ing to meet what he considered the 
wishes of the committee when he 
supplied the photo of Schine and 
Stevens alone. 


'What You Wanted' 


He said he understood Commit- 


tee Counsel Roy Jenkins wanted 
"a photograph of Mr. Stevens and 
Pvt. Schine." He said these in- 
structions could have come either 
from Jenkins or Roy M. Conn, 
chief counsel for the McCarthy 
committee, or both. 


"I was led to believe that was 


what you wanted in the hearing," 
he told Jenkins. 


The McCarthy camp offered the 


picture as evidence that Stevens 
was on friendly terms with Schine 
at the very time the secretary con- 
tends McCarthy and his aides were 
exerting Improper pressures to get 
preferential Army treatment for 
the wealthy Armyprivate, a for- 
mer unpaid consultant on McCar- 
thy's staff. 


The Army charged the print had 


been "doctor«d"— that Actually it 
was a group picture including Air 
Fore* Col. Jack T. Bradley. 


Anastos »aid he accompanied 


Schine from Washington National 
Airport to the subcommittee's of- 
fices last Thursday and Schine put 
the photograph on a desk there.

'Descriptim Vary-x 


In general a description of 


Graver indicates he was older, 
heavier and slightly shorter than 
the body found. The clothes Graver 
wore at the time he was kidnapped 
did not compare with those found 
on the body. 


Sheriff Francis <f. Sullivan of 


DeKalb' county also was reported 
investigating the possibility of a 
connection between the body and 
the dlsappearanc*-of « a ' DeKalb' 
county resident leveral month* 
ago. 


A Rockford pathologist was be* 


Ing called in to conduct an autopsy 
today. 


The body was discovered by an 


Indiana truck driver who stopped 
his rig to rest about two mile* 
south of the Ogle-Winnebago-coun- 
ty line. The trucker, Charles Jones. 
28, Indianapolis, Ind., noticed an 
arm and part of the head of the 
body ptotrudlng fiom a clump of 
bushes In the ditch. 


He immediately diove toward 


Rockford, and notified Winnebago 
county deputy sheriffs he'met on 
the highway. They went to the 
scene and then notified Ogle coun- 
ty authorities, 


Begin Probe 


The body was taken'fiom the 


giave to Farrell funeral home, 
Oicgon, 
where 
Sheriff

White, State's Attorney Wayne R. 
Bettncr and Coioner M. M. Roe 
began an investigation to deter- 
mine his identity. 


The man was about five feet ten 


inches tall, had good teeth but two 
molais missing, wore a blue and 
white checked zippei jacket, yel- 
low, and green pullover shirt, light 
blue slacks and brown shoes. 


He was thought to be 30 to 35 


years of age, but White and Bett- 
ner said he may have been as old 
as 45 or 50. 


Identification Difficult 


Identification was difficult due 


to aevrie decomposition of the 
body. Bones of the skull and right 
shoulder were exposed. A small 
amount of hair at the back of th* 
head appeared to be dark with 
some gray in it. 


A Clinton 17-jcwel wnstwatch 


with a leather stiap was found on 
the body. 


A blocd-matted letter was found 


in one of the pockets of his clo- 
th nr. but there was no bill fold or 
money. The letter appeared to 
have been mailed from Chicago to

Army Officers Should Avoid Debate 


on Political Issues 


Anyone who aew the McCarthy-army hearings on live 


television or film cannot help but be ttruck by a fact at once 
obvious yet of overriding significance: the presence of the 
United States army smack in the middle of a political brawl. 


The physical symbol of that presence is of course the 


host of beribboned top army officers who assemble in the 
senate caucus room for the airing of this dispute 
. : Some of these soldiers are there because they must tes- 
tify 
But others, including Army Chief of Staff General 


Ridgway, have come to demonstrate their solidarity in sup- 
port of Secretary of the Army Robert Stevens and the army s 
' chief counsel,'John Adams. 
But what the cameras do not show is that others in tne 


army, including a few of general officer rank have given 
vocal support to Senator McCarthy in talks with their subor- 
.dinates and elsewhere. 


In other words, the army presently is torn by the same 


'sort of political divisions that appear in the fabric of the 
• whole nation. Yet by long tradition, the army has always 
been above and apart from politics. 
It was taken as axiomatic that the army could not func- 


tion effectively as a professional fighting force if it was not 
kept free of political turmoil. 
What has happened to weaken this tradition? 
Some will say the army has been dragged into politics 


by the politicians, who no longer regard any preserve of gov- 
ernment as sacred from their intrusion. This may be at least 
partly true, but it seems hardly the whole story. 


The army today, like the entire defense establishment, 


is much more a civilian and civil servant organization than 
ever in its history. This is the product of its great peace- 
time size. 
And civilians neither feel the same limits on political 


expression that soldiers feel, nor are they protected as well 
from outside assault.

Underlying all this, however, is a matter of greater 


meaning. The army is no longer an insulated cadre of pro- 
fessional fighting men. Together with the navy and air 
force, it is in many ways the dominant fact in our national 
life. It Is the measure of our security in a terribly insecure 
world. 


Since defense is such a big part of government, since 


military policy bears sd'heavily on all policy today, it is per- 
haps inevitable that the plans and performance of the armed 
forces and their civilian managers should command para- 
mount attention. 


We are all deeply concerned with the decisions affecting 


what the army will spend and what weapons it procures, its 
technical progress, its stimulus toward advanced tactics and 
strategy, its efficiency, its morale, and its own security from 
subversive infiltration. 


But if it is inescapable that these issues be topic's of hot 


political debate, the debaters nevertheless ought to refrain 
from drawing army professionals into alliance on either side 
of. a controversy. 


If political factions are to be sharply reflected within the 


army, its value as alighting forcK will clearly diminish and 
the security it is.intended to provide will be seriously les- 
sened.

A few months later, in the dark of the moon, persons unknown 


and apparently not too proud of their feat, persuaded Pres 'dent-Elect 
Eisenhower* to sign a "testimonial" praising Goldsmith for no known 
reason. Representatives Case and Scott, and Sherman Adams, as- 
slstant to the president, who were implicated, all told evasive and con- 
flictlng stories.

placement by another child "emo- 
tional disturbance." 


Becau.se it is unspecific. it wig 


pests that Paul is the victim of 


some unknown menace with which 
no ordinary mortal can cope. This 
pompous dl|gnosls of a child's nat- 
ural feeling has affected his moth- 
er precisely as the news of the 
coming baby has affected him. 


It has made her feel helpless. So 


she's been scared off the simple, 
human response to her child's fear. 
That Is. to gather him in her arms 
and allay It by persuading him to 
make it specific. 


She must reduce the unknown 


menace to a child's fear that he 
will lose the delight of jumping in- 
to his parents' bed on Sunday 
mornings; that h« will be displaced 
from hi* crib—until all his other 
expectations of injury which repre- 
sent his distrust of love are re- 
assured and corrected. 


Now. 
to parents generally. I 


want to issue the reminder that 
the human need to show off is an 
'old one. People who try to scare 
us by using awesome psychological 
terms for immemorially old hu- 
man feelings are often victims of 
this need. Even nursery school- 
teacher, like prestige. 


In our day, one of the easy ways 


to awe others is by using psycho- 
logical gobblcdygook that suggests 
someone has the Inside track on 
the mysteries of the human soul. 


It's a form of patronizing that 


we shouldn't fall for.

that patriotic service he has been 
put to the most indecent abuse, all 
directed from the Eastern sea- 
board, that any man has suffered 
in American politics in the current 
era with the sole exception of Joe 
McCarthy and for the same gen- 
eral reasons. 


An Eastern woman who was so- 


journing in Las Vegas accompan- 
ied Mr. Franklin on his political 
pilgrimage to Goldsmith's New 
York headquarters although no re- 
flection on their personal deport- 
ment is intended to be inferred. 


Only recently, a propagandist in 


the New Yorker wrote the reveal 
ing observation that "a free paper 
in Nevada with a circulation of 
25.000 could swing two seats in the 
Senate." That is the key to the 
strategy of Eastern political so- 
cieties which for some years have

United Nations smacks of "anti- 
Semitism, anti-racial .equality and 
with all the overtones we ' have 
learned to expect from hate-mon- 
gers." 


Not one word does the A. P. 


offer to prove that "large South- 
west fortunes" are doing this or 
that opposition to the United Na- 
tions is evidence of any of the vi-

On the contrary, the A. P. has 


access to proof that Goldsmith's 
fronts, backed by Eastern mil- 
lions, have used contributions to 
swing elections in Nevada and

The doctors made a study of 


women' who were pregnant when 
in A-bomb exploded over. Naga- 
saki, Japan, in 194&. and the case 
iistones of their children. 


Thirty of the women showed 


major signs of radiation injury. 
This is what happened to their 
nfants: 


There were three miscarriages 


and four stillbirths. Three babies 
-lied within the first month1 of life 
;hree died within their first year 
and one died at the age of 2Va 
years. 


Four of the 16 surviving children 


were retarded mentally. 


The doctors also found thatTJi 


babies borne by these mothers 
were retarded in growth and de 
vclopmcnt. They reported the chil 
dren were significantly smaller in 
height and head circumferenc 
than children born to mothers wh 
were outside of the bomb's radia 
lion area. 


The study • was made by Dra 


James N. Yamnzaki. Stanley W

Food To Be 
Plentiful 
This Year 


WASHINGTON (5*—The Agricul- 


ture Department. said today food 
supplies lor late spring and early 
Bummer may be even more plenti- 
ful than the bountiful supplies of 
1953. 


It said Americans are likely to 


•at more chickens, egg sand dairy 
products than a year earlier, with 
output of these products high and 
prices lower. 


Supplies of meat will be some- 


what below the high level of last 
spring because of a cutback in the 
pig: crop last fall, the department 
eaid in a report on the national 
food situation. But marketings of 
hogs are expected to be heavier 
later in the year, reflecting a 


larger pig crop this spring, the 
report said. 


Planting surveys were said to 


indicate'that spring vegetable and 
melon praduction this year will be 
above last year, but that Jhe 
spring crops of strawberries and 
peaches in the South will be off. 


The department said supplies of 


some fishery products and lard will 
be smaller, but plentiful supplies 
of alternative foods will be avail- 
able. 


Demand for food is expected to 


continue strong the next few 
months. Detail prices for many 
cereal products and fats and oils 
other than butter probably will con- 
tinue a little above those of last 
spring, the report said. 


The department 
also said: 


Prices of potatoes, sweet pota- 
toes, some fresh vegetables, as 
well as dairy and poultry products 
are expected to be lower than a, 
year ago. 


Pork prices may reach a peak 


around midsummer and decline 
sooner than usual because of heavy

Pope Issues 
Encyclical 
To Bishops 


VATICAN CITY W-Pope Plus, 


in his first encyclical to Roman 
Catholic bishops in many months, 
pointed out what he described as 
"errs" propagated in recent year* 
on the subject of priestly celibacy 
and religious chastity. 


An offical summary issued by 


the Vatican press office said that 
virginity is understood in its tra- 
ditional sense, and means not only 
physical integrity- in sexual' mat- 
ters but "also ana especially" the 
state of chastity of religious men 
and women, "secular priests and 
persons consecrated to works of 
charity in the world. 


The Pope said in his opening 


words: 


"Sacred virginity and perfect 


chastity, consecrated to the serv- 
ice of God, certainly Is for the 
church one of the most precious 
treasures that its author has left 
to it as a heredity." 


The Pope said the nobility of its 


motives should inspire preference 
for the state of virginity to that of 
marriage. 


However, he said, one should not 


abstain from marriage for reasons 
of self-interest, nor from fear of 
assuming its responsibilities, nor 
because of false pride in the in- 
tegrity of the body but1 in order 
to consecrate one's self more free- 
ly and fully to the service of God, 
and neighbor.

9s the House That Jack 


Just about two years ago a white 


collar worker, John A. Carlton, 
gazed bug-eyed at an abandoned 
two story house being offered for 
sale In Larchmont, N. Y. 
It had 


everything. Falling plaster, peeling 
wallpaper, dilapidated paint, bat- 
tered floors, poor plumbing and 
wiring, badly arranged kitchen, 
generally run-down condition. But, 
also, it had basically sound con- 
struction as certified by an expert, 
a price lag within Carlton's reach, 
and a location on a fine corner lot 
facing a brook in an excellent resi- 
dential district near schools and 
other facilities. 


Altogether, it presented just the 


opportunity CarJton had been seek- 
ing. An opportunity to get away 
from being a mere renter, to create 
aesthetic value with his own two 
hands and to better himself finan- 
cially. 


"I'll take it," he said. 
Today, two years and many spare 


time man-and-woman-hours later, 
Carlton and his wife have a house 
thiit the whole family is proud of 
and that he wouldn't sell for double 
his money back. He has invested 
about $1,000 in materials as well 
ns his time and orginal purchase 
price. 


This compares with estimates of 


$8,500 to $10,500 he had received for 
putting the house in livable condi- 
tion with fewer improvements than 
lie actually has made. 


"Almost anybody can do the 


same as we did," -he insists, "if 
they just put their heart into it. 
And If I had had power tools and 
better equipment, I could have done 
the job much faster and easier." 


• • • 


What did Carlton know about 


modernizing old houses? Not a 
t»>ing. 
- Five days a week, he is one of 
the battalion of commuters (thnt 
entrains from suburban Larchmont 
to toil in New York City. He han- 
dles photographs' and maps and 
drawings that are sent to news- 
papers by The Associated Press, 
which employs him as a head 
tirti.st. 


But unlike most New Yorkers, 


Carlton originated in a small town, 
Stamps, Ark., and has behind him 
the tradition of doing a tiling for 
himself Instead of letting a janitor 
do it. 


"My father always said," he ex- 


plains, "that you can do it and 
liuvc it, or hot do it and not have 
it." 


Besides that sort of philosophy, 


Carlton, who is known as Jack, had 
several other assets. 


First, he owned a hammer, a 


•aw, a -plane and several other 
urn all tools that householders ordi- 
narily have. 


Second, after spending about ele- 


ven hours a day working and com- 
muting he could still count on four 
or five hours nn evening of his own. 
Plus weekends and vacations. Plus 
unstinted 
help from 
his 
wife, 


Frances. 


Third, he had energy and health 


tn his lanky, six-foot frame. 


Fourth, he nursed the conviction 


that as an intelligent man he could 
master soon enough for his purpos- 
csTthe essentials of the carpenters', 
plumbers' and decorators' trades. 
. . . . , 


From the days when Mrs. Carl- 


ton took little Janic to the kinder- 
garten, she had her eyes on this 
particular house on a wooded hill- 
side overlooking the brook. It was 
a badly weathered brown shingled 
two-story bungalow. What should 
have been a lawn was a rutted, 
grassless slope. 


Learning one day that the house 


was to be sold to liquidate an es- 
tate, she looked through it. What she 
saw was frightening. It seemed in- 
credible that human • beings could 
have lived in such squalor —' and 
there in the very center of-one of 
Wcstchester County's best residen- 
tial communities. 


Plaster had fallen from the ceil- 


ings and walls. Paper hung in 
stained and faded ribbons. The 
oven door in the kitchen had b<*en 
fastened shut with a wire. In the 
bathroom, the toilet seat was tied 
in place with an old necktie. 


Children had used the walls, 


ceilings and woodwork as targets 
for dart throwing. Filth left by 
dogs and cats lay on the closet 
floors. Mrs. Carlton went home 
feeling a little sick, but reported 
her find to her husband. 
• • • 


Carlton, undaunted, viewed the 


house himself. It was big and

THE MAN ON THE COVER

A great deal has been written 


lately about doing things yourself. 


But just how does one start a home 


modernizing program? 
, 


This account of the personal do-it- 


yourself adventures of an average 
householder will be an inspiration 
and a help to those who are thinking 
about a similar undertaking, great or 
small. 


roomy, well-planned, and not all 
the abuse to which it had been sub- 
jected could alter the good basic 
qualities the original builders had 
given it. 


The living room was large, 20 by 


26 feet, with six continuous win- 
dows on each of two walls looking 
out on the brook/ trees and big 
rocks below. A large fireplace of 
simple unadorned colonial design 
jutted out into the room. A wide 
opening led to a good sized dining 
room and oak flooring extended 
through both living room and din- 
ing room. 


An open stairway, more than 


four feet wide, led up from the liv- 
ing room to four good sized bed- 
rooms made charming by surpris- 
ing alcoves and ample windows. 
But the bathroom, like the kitchen, 
was in such dreadful condition that 
it was obvious it would take a good 


deal of time, effort and ingenuity, 
to renovate it. 


Ceilings were high throughout 


the house and hard maple flooring 
had been used throughout the sec- 
ond floor. 


An appraiser confirmed that the 


house was structurally sound. The 
heating system was usable but in 
need of much overhauling. 


* * » 


To Carlton, it all added up to 


something like this: 


1. Kitchen must be done over 


completely. Cabinets and plumbing 
must be rearranged; a new ceil- 
ing put in; new equipment and 
floor covering installed. An ex- 
pensive prospect. But a very bright 
spot appeared -in an adjoining 
glassed-in porch. It immediately 
suggested the possibility, of a cheer- 
ful breakfast room. Stimulating! 


2. The only usable thing in the 


bathroom was the tut) and possibly 
the shower. Depressing and expen- 
sive. . 


3. For the rest of the interior 


there would be mending of the 
plaster, 
complete 
redecorating, 


papering, painting, scraping and 
finishing of all floors. An awful 
lot of back-breaking work. 


4. The ugly brown stain on the 


shingled siding of the house would 
have to come off, be sanded and 
wire-brushed by-hand, every square 
inch of it, and then restained.1 
Shutters were needed to finish the 
windows. All trim must be painted. 
Grass and shrub.s must be planted. 
Best not to think of this now. 


So that is •• what Carlton 'saw 


ahead of him as he examined his 
future castle. He and his wife 
would have to do all the work 
.themselves and as economically as 
possible. 
« * * 


With imagination, careful plan- 


ning and a strong bent for what 
Carlton calls "horsetrading," he 
and his wife assumed the task. 
Their oldest boy, John A. Jr., 21, 
was already in the Navy, so he 
couldn't be of much help. Kenneth, 
now 13, was in school. Janet is now 
8. 


After two years of working dur- 


ing evenings, weekends and vaca- 
tions, they have coaxed, inch-by- 
inch, a badly mistreated house into 
an inviting, comfortable home that 
breathes 
individuality, 
flavored 


with the restful charm of a pre- 
atomic age. 
• • * 


Carlton took "before pictures of 


every room in his house before he 


started work — something most 
people forget to do. After a remod- 
eling project turns out handsome- 
ly, it is, too late to get any pictorial 
record of what it looked like at its 
worst. If Carlton hadn't taken pic- 
tures, his* accomplishment could 
be only partly appreciated. 
Storage Space 
For Bargains 
Cuts, Expenses 


Storage space for bargains is 


handy when you want to remodel' 
a house. 


John Carlton shopped around 


when he started to renovate an 
eight-room house and. found many 
things he thought' "might come in 
handy." He stored them in th« 
basement. 


"One of my biggest finds was 


shutters," he said. "I'd pick them 
up at house wrecking places for A 
buck apiece. In most cases all X 
had to do was cut them down to fit, 
fix a few slats and paint them." 


PREPARE FOR PAINTING 
Paint won't hold over grease or 


wax. Before painting wipe wax off 
a surface with turpentine. Dish- 
washing detergent in water 
remove grease. 


BEFORE "Do-lt-Yourself" Carlton tackled his project, the living room looked 
like this. He had to sweep up-fallen plaster from the floor. But he knew be bad 
sound construction—an oak floor here. 


AFTER the Carl tons redecorated the living room, installed valances over the 
windows and moved in their furniture, they found they had a gracious room* 
20 by 26 feet, with a wide 4-foot opco Stairway.

"Start in the spring and early 


summer to photograph your house 
while it looks its best, and a pros- 
pective buyer in midwinter will 
j;et an entiicly different idea of 
the natuial beauty of your piop- 
eity."

WHAT SHOULD go into your 


"wiles" album? Emphasis should 
be placed on outdoor pictures since 
the potential buyer will examine 
Die Interior and spend most of his 
time on its inspection. 


While a majority of your exterior 


shots will show the entire house 
from various points of view, don't 
overlook a few closeups of special 
features which add to the value of 
the property—a terrace, for ex- 
simple, a breezeway or handy dry- 
ing-yard, even the garage. Better 
keep the garage doors closed, how- 
ever, unless you are 
unusually 


tidy. 


Always try to keep part of the 


house itself in the picture. And 
whenever possible, lend a peison- 
al touch to the photographs. A pic- 
ture of the back yard will have far 
more appeal if there are children 
playing in the wading pool or sand 
box. 


Use a little forethought. Make 


sure the lawn is trimmed. Move 
those garbage cans out of sight. 
See that window shades are drawn 
to the same level. 


For additional sales appeal, in- 


clude a few photographs of the 
neighborhood—street scenes, typi- 
cal homes nearby, schools, church- 
es, shopping centers and even 
transportation facilities. 


You don't have to exclude in- 


teiior" pictures altogether. For ex- 
ample, if you arc planning a" few 
renovations, such as painting the 
living room, remodeling the kitch- 
en, take several "before and after" 
photos. It's a good way to show a 
buyer that you have kept your 
house in good repair.

IIKKB AKE a few tips to keep 


in mind when photogiaphmg your 
home: 


Remember that it is the house, 


not the picture, which you are 
trying to sell. So avoid unusual or 
"trick" pictures. For outside shots, 
keep vertical lines straight in your 
composition so the house will ap- 
pear in true perspective. If you 
can't get Uic top of the building in 
the picture, don't tilt the camera, 
but move back far enough so you

-, A. smooth floor surface is very 
'important when you plan to lay 
linoleum or 'other 'floor covering1. 
Any loose boards must be nailed 
down and any large cracks should 
be filled and smoothedjf you want 
to prevent .your floor covering from 
wearing unevenly over the ridges 
created by the basic floor. 


"When you put' down linoleum," 


.says John Car It on, "be sure to use 
regular^ felt" underlayment, which 
is made for this purpose. • 


"The felt is cemented to your 


iwood floor and then you cement the 
Jltioleum to • the felt — using the 
jregular adhesive which is'recpm- 
!mended by your floor .covering 
'dealer. 


"The easiest way to figure the 


amount of linoleum,you'll need for 
|a room is to sketch a floor plan of 
'the room, taking careful measure- 
ments and putting all measure- 
ments on the sketch. Take this' 
sketch to your floor covering dealer 
and he can figure the right amount 
of materials you will need. 


"I used a rubber cove base 


around the edges of the linoleum. 
This cove base fits on top of the 
linoleum, conceals any crack you 
may leave between the linoleum 
and the wall.' The cove . curves 
upward along the wall to guard 
against soiling" when the floor is 
mopped." 


Carlton put an inlaid ribbon strip 


of yellow linoleum in. his maroon 
•floor covering to form a border. To 
<lo this he cut the linoleum to ac- 
commodate the ribbon, ripped up 
the cut piece and set the ribbon 
In place. 


How fence Can 
Tend to Change 
Looks of House 


Sometimes a fence can be espe- 


tcially important to the architectur- 
al design of a house. ' 


John Carlton decided this when 


he undertook the modernization of 
an old house. The house seemed 
•to be too tall for its width, when 
jCarlton looked at its front facade. 
He wanted to widen the appear- 
ance. 


So he built a fence to one side 


of the house, separating the back- 
yard from the front. 


His fence, about 30 feet long, 


[extending from one side of the 
mouse to the lot line, needed only 
labout $30 worth of lumber. 
! "I built it strong," he says, to 
jet the kids climb it if they wanted 
;to. J used 4 by 4s for posts and 1 


>y 6s for stringers and rails. 
"Building a gate is very simple 


if you work out the design you like. 
The main thing to do is to brace 
a gate diagonally to prevent sag- 
ging. Keep the diagonal bracing in 
mind in your design."

I Appliances 
Can 


Be Kept Safe 


WASHING MACHINES, dryers,, 


dishwashers and other electrical 
appliances involving water can be 
dangerous hazards in a home if 
they arc not grounded properly. 


Wet hands arc common in the 


operation of these appliances. And 
water is a conductor of electricity. 
If motor insulation breaks down, 
or other Internal wiring fails, the 
metal housing of these appliances 
can become charged with electri- 
city. 


Three-wire outlets for such ap- 


pliances, with the third 
wire 


grounded, are the safest ihsur- 
ince against shock or tragedy. 
Since 110, 115 and 120 volts, com- 
monly used in house current, can 
prove fatal under certain circum- 
stances, the use of the word "tra- 
gedy" is no exaggeration. 


Three-wire grounded circuits are 


specified for such appliances by 
the National Electrical Code. So 
tf you plan to install your own 
washing machine, dishwasher, or 
other electrical appliance that has 
anything to do with water, it is 
wise to familiarize yourself with 
the grounding system. 


Three;wire plugs are attached U 


three-wire rubber cable. The third 
6r grounding wire connects to "a 
bolt or screw in the frame of th< 


appliance. Through the third prong 
On the plug, this grounding wire 
connects with- the receptacle box 
which is grounded. 


This permits leaking'current to 


flow Into the ground instead of 
shocking you when you touch the 
appliance housing and provide a 
ground circuit through your body. 


Safety experts now consider un- 


grounded electrical equipment of 
any type hazardous because of the 
likelihood, of contact with stoves, 
radiators, sinks and other ground- 
ing agents, . 
. 


Modern house wiring is grounded 


properly when installed. One wire 
of the circuit will be noticed to be 


identified as the grounded wire by 
a while or gray covering. 


But even if a circuit is ground- 


ed, it is wise not to handle water- 
absorbent asbestos-covered cords 
with wet hands. This type of cord 
should never be used in a base* 
ment or other damp place.

Most home workshops are Topsy 


creations; they just grow. 


, When a man reaches the point 


where he actually plans the make- 
up of a workshop, he's really get- 
ting serious about being: a handy* 
man .or a hobbyist or both. 


A home workshop -can be locat- 


ed in a basement, an attic, a gar- 
age, an outdoor'shed or even in a 
spare room in the house. But sel- 
dom is a guy lucky enough to be 
able to make a choice. He uses 
whatever space is available. The 
limitations of the location-must be 
recognized and adequate steps tak- 
en to correct the deficiencies. 


For instance — A basement Is 


an excellent place for a home work- 
shop because it doesn't interfere 
with ordinary-home activities, be- 
cause lighting arrangements can 
be made without breaking down or 
into a wall and because power tools 
do not vibrate much on a concrete 
floor. 


But a basement is often damp, 


difficult to keep at a comfortable 
temperature all year 'round and 
hard on the feet. 


The 
solution? 
Damp-proofing 


and dehumidifying, heating and 
cooling devices and a floor cover- 
ing that' will be kind to the feet 
without destroying the solidity of 
the concrete base. 


An attic is usually drier and 


cleaner than a basement, with a 
wooden floor that is less fatiguing 
than concrete. Assuming that the 
necessary adjustments have been 
made to keep the temperature and 
humidity at a comfortable level, 
there is still the major problem of 
noise and vibration. 


The solution? Rubber cutouts 


under power tool stands and other 
shock absorbing and soundproofing 
steps. 


Garages, outdoor sheds and regu- 


lar house rooms have related prob- 
lems and solutions. No one location 
will be ideal at the start. Most of 
them can be made reasonably so. 


Dismiss any idea you might have 


that the possession of power tools 
will make an expert out of you* 
Numerous basic hand tools are ne- 


cessary, and you'd better learn 
how to use them fairly well if you 
want to turn out good work. What 
power tools will enable you to dp ia 
to complete a project in far Jea» 
time than it would take a profes- 
sional without them. 


Some of the basic hand tools you 


probably already have, such as a 
claw hammer, • a screw-driver, pli- ' 
ers, a wrench, chisel and so on. 
You must have done some work 
around the house or you wouldn't 
want to set up a complete work- 
shop, so you probably" know what 
hand tools you need but just have- 
n't gotten around to buying. Even 
after you've stocked up pretty well, 
you'll find yourself buying addi- 
tional tools from time to lime. That 
will • give you a problem of tool 
placement — unless you've left 
room in your original workshop 
planning for expansion. 


In the power tool line, a portable 


electric drill kit is almost a neces- 
sity. Get one of good quality or 
you'll regret it within a few 
months. Be sure it has a ground 
wire connection. Use a disc' sander 
attachment for heavy work only. 
It revolves so rapidly that it is dif- 
ficult to get good results when u»- 
ing it on fine work. 


Portable power sanders which 


are units within themselves are ex- 
cellent time-savers. Portable power 
saws save lots of back-breaking 
work on projects where the saws 
must be brought to the work. If yoo 
get a. paint sprayer, electric or 
pressure, practice on scrap wood 
to get the knack of it before you 
use it on a first-class project. 


Your workshop begins to get -the 


professional look with addition of 
power tools on stands. What power 
tools should you get if you can't af- 
ford to get all of them? That de- 
pends on what type of wort you 
usually do. If it's mostly straight- 
line cutting of the fairly heavy kind, 
a bench saw should be your first 
choice.-If you're going in for cut- 
outs, models, small furniture and 
so on, make it a jigsaw.

Its decora- 
tive colors, sound-absorbency and 
comfort underfoot are advantages. 
.It'is a "luxury floor covering avail- 
able in a wide range of clear, solid 
and marbelized colors. Sizes run 
IB by 6, 9 by 9 and 12 by 12. 


Where to use: Over wood or con- 


crete floors on or below grade. 


Where not to use: In kitchens or 


dining rooms because of grease 
absorbency. 


Asphalt tile: Retails around 13# 


cents per square foot, depending 
on colors. The lowest priced mate- 
rial among the hard surface floor 
coverings, asphalt tile te not affect- 
ed-from moisture either from un- 
derneath or from on" top. Available 
In marbelized patterns, but mostly 
dark or duller colors, it comes in 
standard 9 by 9-inch sizes. 


Where to use: Over wood or con- 


crete on or below grade. A good 
choice for basements, utility rooms, 
workrooms, laundries, entries from 
outdoors. 


Where not to use: In garages or

Manufactured-in a form called 


"do-it-yourself aluminum," this ma- 
terial is now available at retail 
hardware and building supply out- 
lets in a variety of shapes—sheets, 
angle beams, rods, bars and tubes 
with aluminum rivets, bolts, screws 
and other fasteners. " 


You can whittle the stuff with a 


jack knife, saw it with a scroll 
saw or ordinary crosscut wood saw. 
You can plane it, sand it, emboss 
it with a ball pein hammer. You 
can work it on your regular power 
tools or cut the sheets with a pair 
of scissors. 


Smartly designed ash trays, or- 


namental waste baskets, magazine 
racks, coffee tables and telephone 
tables are "pipes" for the handy- 
man using this form of aluminum.

A wide variety of working draw- 


ings was compiled for free distribu- 
tion before this do-it-yourself alu- 
minum was ready for national dis- 
tribution. A test workshop was set 
up at Louisville, Ky.. by the Rey- 
nolds Metals Co. under the direc- 
tion of R. B. Wemyss, industrial de- 
signer and a panel of craftsmen, 


Samples of the material were 


sent to makers. of woodworking 
tools for testing purposes and 


among the manufacturers of hand 
and power tools who have approved 
the material are Atlas, Delta, Diss- 
ton, Black & Decker, De Walt, 
Stanley, Syncro and Skll Corp.

Emergency Kit Is Vital 
To Safety in the Home 


An emergency kit or cupboard is 


becoming a standard item of equip- 
ment In modem homes. Tomadoes, 
hurricanes and other storms caus- 
ing1 power failures have alerted 
householders to the need for keep- 
ing emergency paraphernalia in 
constant readiness. 


When the lights go out and stay 


cut, candles and oil lamps can add 
to the danger because of their fire 
hazards. So flashlights and electric 
lanterns are preferred. Fire extin- 
guishers, first aid kits and canned- 
fuel stoves also loom important 
when telephone lines fail. 


"The most important thing to 


consider about a household emer- 
gency kit is to follow the safety 
practice used on ships," says Har- 
old Clifton, safety expert for the 
Olin Industries electrical division. 


"This means keeping emergency 


equipment not only in one easily 
Accessible place, but in dependable 
operating condition at all times." 


Every member of a household 


should realize that such equipment 
is for emergency use only and 
nhould not be borrowed "just for 
a minute" for any daily household 


It to easy for any handyman to 


build a simple wooden cabinet for 
a closet or back hall, high enough 
to be out of reach of children, yet 
quickly accessible. 


Among items 
Clifton 
recom- 


mends for a home emergency kit 
are a flashlight and an electric Ian 
tern with extra batteries, a first 
aid kit, a 300-pound-test manila 
rope with snap buckles, a household 
fire extingusiher, a crow bar and 
a hand axe, rubber-asbestos gloves 
and a small canned-heat stove with 
in extra supply of canned fuel. 
• "Since the greatest strain prob- 
ably will be put on your flashlights 
in cases of pow*r failures," Clifton 
says, "the batteries in your emer- 
gency kit should be the freshest in 
the house. 


"As your other flashlights in or- 


dinary use around the house begin 
to grow dim, replace them with 
the batteries in your emergency 
kit. Then put freshly purchased bat- 
tetics back in the kit."

of violent windstorms. 


Experts from the National Board 


of Fire Underwriters s t u d i e d 
wreckage of buildings after tor- 
nadoes in Worcester, Mass., Col- 
umbus, Ga., and Waco,- Texas. 
They found (hat in a majority of 
cases, homes totally destroyed or 
badly damaged had defects in 
construction which contributed to 
their inability UJ survive the wind. 


The most common flaw was the 


lack of sufficient anchorage—fail- 
ure to bolt the frame of a house 
securely to the foundation. In 
cases where houses had been swept 
away from -their foundations, ex- 
amination showed no anchor bolts 
at all. 


Another defect appeared to be 


failure to brace the corners of 
frame 
houses securely. 
Corner 


braces give a house rigidity. They 
prevent racking and shaking. When 
a house may pull apart. 


One house in the path of the 


Worcester tornado had just been 
completed before the disaster. Al- 
though several dwellings and three 
apartment buildings on three sides 
of this house were blown down, 
the one dwelling survived with 
only superficial damage.

ets.

You also can get burned up by 


playing around with electricity. 
This is the Number 2 cause of 
fires. Try a game like this. See 
how many appliances you can 
plug into one outlet. 
If a fuse 


blows, put in a heavier fuse. This 
will add to the fun, because if a 
fire stai t from overheated wiring 
the firemen will piobably have to 
chop down a wall or pull up floor-, 


ing to get at the fire. 


And don't worry ft you don't 


have 
enough electrical 
outlets. 


You can easily mn fragile cords 
under the rugs or tack them dowa 
around a door frame. The -cord* 
•will woar out much quicker thig 
"way. They may not look very neat, 
but it's likely they'll burn up be- 
foie long, so it won't_ matter. 


And handymen resorting to sue* 


tactics can get plenty of help from 
children. Give them a box of 
matches to play with. You'll hear 
flumes crackling in no time. To 
hurry 
things along, dress the 


youngsters in flimsy clothing. It 
burns faster. * * * 


LADIES CAN HELP a lot. Thojj 


can dry-clean clothing with in- 
flammable liquids — gasoline, or 
what not. This can add to the ex- 
citement, because in addition to 
flames, it will also cause an ex- 
plosion. 


Less dramatic, but still surefire, 


are these suggestions: 


Never clean house. Let piles of 


rubbish accumulate in your attic, 
closets and cellar, especially near 
the furnace. Add some oily rags to 
the pile and it will catch fire more 
quickly. 


Never clean your stove. Gionse 


flares up beautifully. So do thin 
kitchen curtains if you make them 
long enough to blow over a gaa 
flame. 


If "you prefer a fire in your liv- 


ing loom, decorate with lighted 
randies and for best results pine* 
them near draperies or upholfiloi*- 
cd furniture. Throw away your fir* 
screen in front of the fireplace; tt 
hides your view of the flames. 
After a few sparks fly out on a 
rug or a chair, go to bed and 
ignore them. 


Some Points to Observe 
In Planning ^Bathrooms 


To modernize a bathroom, or in

1. If a bahtub is under a window

Use special 
grounding plugs on electric bath- 
room equipment. 


4. Investigate electric heating 


units for bathrooms.

Radiant 
lass panels are made in special 


sizes for bathrooms. Another Hra- 
ttle heating unit combines witA 
ceiling lighting fixture. . 


5. Provide ample storage space 


for linens and toilet articles. Over* 
size medicine cabinets are tne 
most useful. Sufficient towel bnnj 
are needed. Install sturdy grab 
bars to prevent slipping in'tub o» 
shower. Grab bars placed vcrticnr^ 
ly will not be used to hang things 
on. 


0. Even if you don't use a bnth» 


tub, have at least one in your 
house to protect its resale vit)u$ 
and mortgage value. Stall .showers 
are becoming more popular among 
both young and old. They arc b*t 
ing installed in homes where aging, 
people have difficulty getting in 
and out of bathtubs. But you can't 
bathe a baby in a shower. 


7. Select all plumbing fittings 


carefully for permanent .finish B» 
well as utility. A mixing faucet In 
preferred to two separate fnucet*. 
Aerating nozzles* prevent water 
from splashing. 


8. Consider a built-in dryer for 


light laundry—an inevitable prob- 
lem in any bathroom.

Shopping around was a big fac 


tor in keeping his cost down to 
$524.10. 
"Cabinets cost a lot of money 


if you buy them new," he explains 
"But if you use a little elbow 
grease, sand off thick coats of old 
paint and then apply a good grade 
of enamel, you can make beautiful 
cabinets out of old ones. You can 
get special enamels for metals. 
They are now marketing the same 
kind of enamel used in industry for 
finishing refrigerators. You just 
shop around and find these things 
out."This section of base cabinet cost 
me only $t2 and that hanging wall 
cabinet came to $13.60. The reason 
was, they were second hand and 
needed rcfinishing. 


"This base cabinet over here 


housed the old sink. We .wanted a 
double sink and a dishwasher. So I 
moved the cabinet, cut off one third 
of it and turned it 'L' shape m the 
corner and put one plywood top 
over the complete 'I-'. Then I put 
a linoleum countertop over the ply- 
wood, rolling it down with a rolling 
pin and special adhesive, applied 
this chromium edging to dress it 
up and made it match all the other 
cabinets."

Carlton finished his kitchen in 


red and white with yellow accents. 
Fhe linoleum ^?n Uie floor is a rich 
maroon, cabinets, stove, refrigera- 
tor and dishwasher are white.

The breakfast room is pine pan- 


eled and fitted with built-in semi- 
circular benches upholstered in yel- 
ow leatherette.

n his cost schedule, because he 
had that.

made this an alcove to set the rc-

Convenience, comfort and resale 


value are looming as bigger fac- 
tors in home ownership than such 
historic sentimental attachments as 
the family place for, generations. 


Year-round air conditioning is do- 


ing a lot to speed this trend. Since 
it no longer is necessary to swelter 
in summer, any more than it Is to 
shiver in winter, home buyers and 
home builders are beginning to re- 
gard houses somewhat with tlie 
attitude they have toward automo- 
biles. 


New model houses, like new mo- 


del automobiles, are expected to 
have more refinements and more 
efficiency for, those persons who 
can afford them. 


So trade-in value is becoming 


more important in houses. As far 
as air conditioning affects this, the 
change is most noticeable in areas 
where summer heat is the biggest 
problem. 


Consider Texas. Robert D. Straus, 


whose firm has served Houston 
for half a century with heating 
and ventilating supplies, says: 


"It is not far in the future when 


the house without complete year- 
round air conditioning will be ob- 
solete the day the buyer moves 
in. 
The house without complete 


air conditioning will have practi- 
cally no resale value." 


What can you do to meet such 


competition by modernizing an 
existing house? We asked the en- 
gineers of the largest manufac- 
turers of home air conditioning 
(Carrier) for advice. J. M. Bickel, 
vice president of the corporation, 
puts it this way: 


"Tf your home is reasonably well 


built, insulated properly for heat- 
ing and already has warm air 
ducts, the problem is relatively 
simple. 


"Let's say you have a new warm 


air heating system,' one that's less 
than five years old. The usual pro- 
cedure is to install a packaged cool- 
ing system alongside the furnace. 
These compact units generally use 
the same ductwork as the heating 
system and provide thorough sum- 
mer cooling, dehumidification, cir- 
culation and filtering of air. In cas- 
es like this, Installation costs arc 
cut to a minimum. 


"However, if the furnace is more 


(hap five years old, the best ad- 
vice In most cases might be to re- 
place it with a year-round air con- 
ditioning system which would add 
silent winter heating with oil or gas 
to the summer features. -The cost 
would be only a little more and 
the new weather-making system 
would assure more efficient op- 
eration. 
JThese 
single-packaged 


systems occupy as little as one 
square yard of floor space." 


* * * 


But what about homes that do 


not have warm air systems? 


"The problem here is not quite 


so simple," Bickel admits. "But 
there are three solutions: 


"1. The year-round room unit, 


about as compmact as a radiator. 
Remote coils, in basement or gar- 
age, provide chilled or heated wa- 
ter according to the season. In 
some cases the chilled water sys- 
tem can "be used in summer while 
the regular radiator serves in win- 
ter. 


"2." A central system with duct- 


work added to circulate cooled, de- 
humidified and filtered air during 
the summer. ' 


"3. Room air conditioners for 


summer use? New types of window 
units can be installed almost flush 
with draperies." 


As for overall costs, Bickel says 


they will vary for recommended 
systems from $800 to $2,000 for the 
average house. He has found one 
of the most popular financing ar- 
rangements to be a modernization 
loan through the FHA. Another ar- 
rangement is through the spread- 
ing use of open-end mortgages, un- 
der which monthly home carrying 
charges are increased by only a 
few dollars per month.

Color Can Mafee a Home 
Seem Bigger Than It 1$ 


You can make your house loo* 


bigger without building it bigger. 
The way to do* it is to use color. 


Color, as any architect,-interior 


designer, or artist knows, in a 
fourth dimension—just as^ import- 
ant as the Uire physical dimensions 
of length, Width and height. 


Color rates as a fourth' dimen- 


sion because it has the power to 
create illusions and increase ap- 
parent size. 


Specialists in color design con- 


sider the roof a key color area and 
say that by proper selection of 
asphalt shingle colors they can 
make a low, squat house appear 
taller or an awkwardly tall house 
appear lower and better propor- 
tioned. 


Beatrice West, a professional 


color consultant, has compiled -a 
list of "how-to-do-it" suggestions 
for home color-styling. Here are 
ber ideas for the exterior. 


1. Because the roof is usually 


the largest unbroken expanse on 
the exterior, let it set the color 
pace. Light, bright roof colors 
make a house seem higher. Dark, 
neutral colors have the opposite 
effect. New pastel colors in asphalt 
•hingles suit homes in low-ram- 
bling, modern architectural style. 


2. On the side walls, light colors 


make a house look larger and dark 
ones make it look smaller. 


3. If trim is painted to match 


exterior walls, the house will seem 
larger. 


4. Use an accent color on front 


TO COLOR STYLE a long, 
narrow room, paint che end 
walls lighter and brighter dian- 
side 
walls. Lighter colors 


seem to come closer. 


and back doors. For a small house, 
it is often best to paint the walls in 
a light color and then select a 
dark, contrasting hue for the ac- 
cent. 


5. If the architectural propor- 


tions of a house are good, why not 
do whatever you can to call atten- 
tion to them? Do this by using 
contrasting colors. For example, 
to emphasize over-all proportion, 
you might select pure white trim 
in contrast to a mustard-yellow 
body tone. 


6. Disguise bad features with 


color, too. Tliis can be done by 
painting them the same color as 
surrounding areas. 
• * * 


The color consultant makes these 


suggestions for the interior: 


1. A narrow-room or m narrow 


hallway will seem wider if the end 
walls are brighter in color than 
the sides. 


2. A boxy room will lose its 


square look if two opposite walls 
are painted a darker, more neutral 
color than the other two. 


3. In a small home, if connecting 


rooms are painted the same color, 
a feeling of continuity and spaci- 
ousness will be established as one 
room flows into another. 


4. To absorb strong, south light, 


paint Uie wall^opposite south win- 
lows a dark color such as forest 
green or navy blue. 


5. The ceiling on the interior 


serves the same fourth dimension- 
al function as the roof outside. If 


low ceiling is painted lighter 


than the walls, it will seem higher. 
A dark ceiling will seem lower. 


6. In a small room, it's advisable 


to paint woodwork to match the 
walls. Tins makes it part of the 
background.

exploited living possibilities. 


4. It has sold land. Changing the 


home buyer's concept of what a 
homesit should comprise, he began 
to think in terms of the view his 
picture window or window-wall 
would frame — in terms of a 
larger plot instead of the mini-' 
mum size lot. He became willing 
to travel faithcr to have more 


has been doubling approximately 
every two years. 


The biggest boost for this type 


of glass came very recently with 
the development of economical 
framing methods which created 
the panel style window. These 
large panes often are framed In 
2 by 4s which add to the sturdl- 
ness of the wall and reduce the

John A. Carlton, handyman extra- 
ordinary, if you want to modernize 
a house yourself, and do it without 
spending a lot of money. 


To C a r l t o n , "horsetrading" 


means shopping around, making 
friends, watching for bargains and 
using his head when it comes to 
making new uses out of old articles 
— just an agreeable easy-going 
Southern definition 
without any 


sharper connotations. 


Here are some ways he has made 


his brand of horsetrading pay off. 


"Sec this lamp post in my front 


yard?" he asks with a tinge of 
pride as you approach his house. 
"That cost me no more than $12 
complete. I put it up myself. 


"I found the post, with a hollow 


core, in a used lumber yard. The 
lantern had been discarded in a 
junk yard. The crossbar that holds 
the address sign is a piece of 
broomstick, decorated with a cou- 
ple of old knots. A little wiring and 
paint and that is all there is to it. 


"You just have to watch for 


articles of good basic design. A 
lantern may be rusty, so most peo- 
ple won't give it a second look. But 
you can clean up a lusty lantern, 
paint it to keep it from rusting 
again, and if it is a good design to 
begin with, you have a nice looking 
fixture."

Ideas like that have been among 


Carlton's secrets in renovating and 
modernizing his entire eight-room 
house. The results tewatd him for 
Ins efforts and ingenuity. 


"How do you like that decoration 


around the front door?" he asks.

this setup away. So I got the whole 
thing at the same trade-in price, 
hired a plumber to help me hook 
it up and the total bill came to just 
about $100.

Two of Carlton's niftiest contriv- 


ances are in the breakfast room. 
One is a round breakfast table 
made out of the heavy rack that 
once held a punching bag/ He sand- 
ed its matched haidwood surface 
thoroughly, then finished it with 
Fabulon, his pet substitute for var- 
nish, and it has sheen like a newly 
completed bowling alley. 


And at the backdoor, where the 


children enter in all kinds of wcath* 
er. they can and do stop at the 
door, sit down on a yellow-uphol- 
stered leatherette bench, open a 
little trap door in the end of the 
bench and statch their rubbers and 
galoshes away.

TOIJXADOKS, hurricanes 
and 


high winds know no geography. 
They have moved into built-up 
utban areas 
leaving 
extensive 


property damage. Such damage 
has increased considerably in re- 
cent years — not because wind 
storms are becoming more vio- 
lent, but because more homes 
and other buildings are exposed to 
damage. 


While sound 
construction can 


help a properly owner minimize 
such damage, 
there is no such 


thing as a completely windstorm- 
proof house. This has been brought 
out by studies made after storms. 
Insurance is a wise precaution. 


Here are steps you can take: 
1. In addition to fire insurance, 


you can carry what is called ex- 
tended coverage. This is an en- 
dorsement on a fire policy to pro- 
vide protection against windstorm, 
falling aircraft, motor vehicles 
crashing into your house, smoke 
damage, hail and riot. 


2. Extended coverage can be had 


on the contents of a dwelling as 
well as on the house Jtsclf. In 
many 
cases, 
windstorms 
may 


break a window or damage a roof, 
exposing the interior furnishings of 
a house to damage. 


3. If you have a mortgage and 


your mortgage payments include 
insurance, remember that such 
protection usually is only enough 
to cover the mortgage. You need 
additional 
insuiance for y o u r 


equity. Without this, in case of, a 
severe loss, the mortgagee would 
get the money to reimburse him 
for his loan, but there would not 
bo enough to cover your share in 
the property. 


•1. In case of windstorm dam- 


age, your finjt step should be to 
try to protect your property from 
further damage from the weather 
Then call your local fire insurance 
agent. He will have suggestions to 
offer and will report your loss to 
the company to have an adjuster 
assigned to make a personal in- 
spection. He also will advise you 
to get up a list of damages.

Builder, Spare That Tree 


By CYXTHIA LOWRT 


One of the Important reasons 


people buy bouses is so they can 
also have grounds. While many 
builders construct good houses, few 
of them provide the kind of grounds 
the homeowner will want two or 
three years after he moves in. ' 


This, of course, is no reflection 


on the builder, his job is to con- 
struct houses and to make them, 
as quickly as possible, look less 
naked with the help of a few trees 
and some sort of planting. Build- 
ers are rarely landscaping special- 
ists. Neither is the average young 
man or his wife when they buy 
their first house. 
' 


If I had it to do all over again. 


I'd have a landscaping man — 
perhaps my local nurseryman — an 
' important part of a three-some 
working 
towards 
making 
my 


dreamhouse. I think, in fact, I'd 
get my grounds expert working for 
me before I hired the architect and 
builder. He could even save me 
plenty of money to be dribbled out 
in later years sticking a specimen 
yew here or an arborvitae there, 
or putting in deciduous trees else- 
where. Most of all good knowledg- 
able landscape architect could even 
prevent me from making expensive 
mistakes in my choice of a site for 
my house. 
• • » 


Today, having been through the 


wringer several times, I would 
consult with my land-scaping fel- 
low as soon as I found a plot I 
liked. I would want from him an 


In swampy space. If these matters 


I are handled at the time of construc- 
tion, costs are much less than 
piece-meal repairs and changes un- 


opinion on the water situation — 
are there. underground springs 
which turn into bogs for a period 
in the spring? What kind of diain- 
age is there off my property? If 
there is too much or too little, what 
can be done — at the time the 
house is being constructed — to 
remedy defects by regrading or 
building retaining walls? 


My landscape architect can tell 


me what kind of soil I have. He 
can look over the trees and shrubs 
on the property and suggest which 
are worth saving, and which should 
go. Sometimes, alas, a builder with 
the best intentions in the world, will 
save a young soft-wood tree which 
will Immediately give a pleasing 
impression 
snuggled 
against 
a 


house — and later grow into a big 
tree which is a problem because of 
its close proximity to the house, 
and because its roots interfere with 
the proper functioning of the under- 
ground drainage system. 
* * • 


Situations vary 
widely. 
The 


house which is connected with sew- 
ers and storm sewers has fewer 
drainage problems usually than the 
country house which is equipped 
with* septic tanks and septic fields 
and where the drainage can be 
handled only with'ficlds of agricul- 
tural tile carrying water to lower 
points. But a man who knows how 
to. cope with these problems will 
never compound them by planting 
trees and shrubs where they can 
plug up a drainage system, and 
he'll avoid sticking in plantings 
which will be burned out in a local- 
ized drought area of quick drain- 
age or which will be drowned out 


I 


dertaken later—as the householder 
becomes wiser, older—and broker. 


The wise, forewarned homeown- 


er can do much during the building 
process to save himself money, 
trouble and hard labor later. If 
there are trees'to b« saved, for 
instance, he can ride herd on his 
builder to mark off an area to be 
avoided by the bulldozer and other 
heavy 
machinery. 
The 
trunks 


should be wrapped heavily with 
burlap to protect them from being 
injured. 


And then.- that precious topsoil 


which in my neighborhood sells for 
almost as much a truckload as 
humus and manure. Bulldozers are 
no respecters oi topsoil, and, alas, 
neither are most builders. Insist, as 
strongly as you do for adequate 
numbers of electric outlets, that 
the good rich topsoil be scraped 
into a separate pile away from the 
construction before the excavating 
processes begin. 
* * • 


There's a myth in the making — 


a tall tale spun, I suspect, mostly 
by speculative builders — that a 
fine stand of grass can be grown 
on an inch of top soil. Something 
can grow, but it isn't the kind of 
lawn you'd be satisfied with be_- 
yond the first year of residence'. 
Insist that where your lawn will be 
that there is a minimum of four 
inches and preferably six inches of 
top soil, and you'll be better for 
years to come if you have the whole 
area gone over with, a rotary plow, 
the major rocks and stones re-

moved from unwanted places, and 
slow-acting fertilizer, organic mat- 
er mixed into the soil. Also don't 
ry to get by with a cheap grade 
of grass seed. Do a good job once, 
and it won't be an annual, expen- 
sive and unsatisfactory project. 


There are as many wa"ys to land- 


scape grounds as there are families 
who lives in houses and certainly 
no two, particularly if they are 
close together, want the same ar- 
rangement of trees, shrubs, flow- 
ers and outside living quarters 
alike. 


At the moment — and I hope 


'orever after — the emphasis on 
landscaping seems to be to com-

bine usefulness and beauty. No 
longer is the principle object of 
landscaping to immpress the pass- 
erby or the postman, but to pro- 


vide something pleasant for the 
homeowner to look upon. 


If landscaping funds are'budget- 


ed, work on a unit basis — first 
turn a corner with a grouping of 
small trees and evergreens, or put 
up a screen needed for privacy. 
Foundation plantings rarely are the 
first items required these days, 
for foundations are not the 
eyesores as they once were. Some' 
houses never need them at all. 


• * • 


If you have a picture window," 


think in terms of the outdoor pic- 
ture you will fill it with from the 
time the house is in blueprint 6tage_ 
— It may be that you'll want the 
flower gardens out in front, or per- 
haps you'll just want the area 
shrubbed for succession of bloom or 
perhaps you'd like it to grow wild 
and make your window a vantage 
point to watch the birds at the 
feeder stations and bath you'll put 
up. 


Above all, don't wait until the 


family has moved in, until the 
builder has stuck a few straggling 
plants around and the front yard 
is a mudhole before you start 
thinking about what you'll do with 
your grounds. That way lies mad- 
ness, and expense. That way you'll 
be buying a tree now and sticking 
it in what looks like the easiest, 
best place, and ultimately there 
will be no scheme, no design — 
and you'll have a rough time mow- 
ing whatever lawn you produce 
because of all the things you have

The powder room and 
off-kitchen lavatory have demon- 
s'uated the utility of the half-bath. 
Large enough for only a lavatory 
and water closet, it has no bathing 
facilities. If a stall shower i« in- 
cluded, this room becomes a bath- 
room. 


The compartmented bathroom, 


which has been common in Kng-

A two-compartment bath usually

Merely one extra lavatory can 


greatly increase the usefulness of 
a bathroom. When there, is .not 
room for this extra feature in the 
room itself, it often can be placed 
in an alcove outside of the bath- 
room door, where adequate light- 
ing and a suitable mirror make it 
convenient and efficient. 


The recent adoption of the kitch- 


en countertop idea around a bath- 
room lavatory, to convert it into 
a vanity table with linen storage 
built in below, has further Im- 
proved the utility of a bathroom. 


Such countertop* make It easier 
to bathe a baby. Various plastic 
laminates are commonly used for 
vanity tops, but because of the 
need for permanently -watertight 
joints, tile tops the list here when 
it can be afforded. 


The principal difference between 


a powder room and any extra lava-" 
tory is its location. Usually near 
the entrance foyer, it eliminates 
the need for guests to go upstairs 
for casual bathroom use, and in a 
one-story house it tends to keep 
guests away from the bedroom 
wing, protecting the privacy of 
that part of the house. 


However, since a powder room 


is largely a luxury in a one-story 
house, the home owner usually 
finds it more expedient to provide 
a labatory off the kitchen, near the 
rear door or basement entrance. 
Garden hobbies and outdoor.sports 
of all kinds make, a lavatory near 
the kitchen door very desirable. It

from

through the house from their back- 
yard play areas.

The minimum bathroom, occupy- 


ing the least possible space, is 
steadily losing favor under the 
test of family living requirements. 
The trend in new houses, planned 
the way families want them, is to- 
ward larger bathrooms. At the 
luxury end of this trend is the 
health room with a massage table, 
sun lamp, pulley weights for exer- 
cise and various other equipment. 


But even in small homes, larger 


bathrooms are worth their space. 
Some home planners have found 
that a laundry in a bathroom, 
where it is adjacent to bedrooms 
where most laundry is 'gathered, 
makes more sense in actual usage 
'than a laundry in the kitchen. 


Surveys made, by the Tile Coun-

Remodeling Old 
Bathroom Is 
A Tough Job 


Remodeling an old bathroom can. 


be one of the toughest jobs in mod- 
ernizing a house. Plumbing fix- 
tures are heavy, tile may need re- 
setting and the room may be cut 
up with jogs in the walls. 


These were some problems John 


Carlton encountered in rejuvenat- 
ing his house. 


Because he found the bathroom 


in particularly bad condition. Carl- 
ton had to rip out and discard all 
fixtures except the oversize bath- 
tub, 
which cleaned up in good 


shape with a little scouring. He waar 
able to buy used fixtures, wash- 
stand and toilet — in perfect con- 
dition, thus saving considerably on 
these normally expensive items. 


A used medicine cabinet was re- 


finished, ^sanded down and painted 
with white enamel. 
He located 


space for this between studs in 
the wall, which made installation 
eays. A 2 by 4 horizontal was 
placed 
under 
the 
cabinet 
to 


anchor it. The proper height for the 
cabinet and its mirrored door was 
determined by having his wife 
stand in front of it. 


A clay tile wainscot in Carlton's 


bathroom was in good condition, 
but the plaster above the tile work 
needed much patching. 
Before 


tackling ,the plaster job, he had 
wires run from the medicine cabi- 
net and other lights in the room, 
including those for a vanity table 
and a combination sun and heat 
lamp over the tub. 


"When you take on a moderniz- 


ing job like mine in your spare 
time," he says, "you soon develop 
a lot of kinks in your back and 
there is nothing like a two-way 
movable sun and heat lamp to lim- 
ber you up again." 


After replacing the plumbing fix- 


tures and opening the floor for 
some new pipes that were needed. 
Carlton decided to cover the old 
dull-finished mosaic tiles with co- 
lorful asphalt tile. He cemented a 
Celt base to the old ceramic floor, 
then cemented the asphalt tile to 
the felt. 


Complete instructions and kits of 


the proper tools needed for jobs 
like this can be had from any deal- 
er in floor coverings. The right ad- 
hesive for the material- being used 
is important. 


Starting from the center of a ' 


room is advisable when a room is 
not exactly true in shape. This al- 
lows for a straight pattern, with 
tiles being cut accordingly along 
the walls. 
« • • 


A few dry runs of tiles in both 


directions showed Carlton his room 
was fairly true so he could start 
cementing the tiles down, working 
from one wall. This made it easier 
for him in conforming to jogs. He 
found it easy to cut the tiles by 
heating them with a blow torch. 


He made a cedar-lined clothes 


hamper out of the lower part of an 
old linen closet_ and removed an- 
other closet to make space for a 
vanity table. He converted an old 
dressing table for this feature and . 
hung a decorative mirror above it. 


All woodwork hnd to be sanded 


down and cracks and nailholes 
tilled with wood filler. Then h« 
applied two coats of paint. After 
sanding all plaster patches smooth, 
he hung wallpaper above the tile 
wainscot. He added adhesiUm to the 
wallpaper past on the recommen- 
dation of his wallpaper dealer. This 
makes the paper stick tighter, 
which is important where the wall 
is subject to dampness. He covered 
the bathroom wallpaper with a coat 
of clearcoat to further protect it. 
Enamel Is Best 
: " 


Lining: for Drawers 


Paint is better than paper tot 


lining bureau drawers. A thorough 
coating of gloss enamel not only 
reduces the danger of delicate 
fabrics snagging on wood splinters, 
but also provides a hard slick sur- 
face which can be dusted easily. 


One warning is offered by DuPont 


experts — since paint will not dry 
on a waxed surface and some fur- 
niture makers wax interiors of 
drawers, try a test in an inconspi- 
cuous corner to see if enamel will 
dry in 24 hours.

Long Hours of Hard Work 
In Spare Time Paid Off 


A famous architect was recently 


' shown through the house that John 
A. (Jack) Carlton and his wife re- 
novated and modernized in their 
spare time. 


Jack had a collection of "before" 


photographs to show the dilapi- 
dated condition of the house at the 
time he bought it and started his 
do-it-yourself project. 


The architect said he was amazed 


that one man and his wife could 
have accomplished so much. 


"Oh," 
replied Mrs. Carlton, 


"John just worked about every 
night. He wouldn't get to bed until 
2 or 8 o'clock in the morning. And 
he wduld have to get up before 7 
in order to get to his job. 
^ 


"His hands became so stained 


and scratched that I thought they 
never would be normal again." 
• * • 


_Mrs,-Carlton, who painted most 
of the woodwork, did not mention 
her own hands. 


"But we loved every minute of 


the work," she continued. "It was 
so satisfying. And we haven't fin- 
ished yet. There is always some- 
thing new that we think of. 


"After the kitchen and breakfast 


room were completely modernized, 
decorated and furnished, just the 
way we wanted them, we enjoyed 
sitting there admiring the results. 


"Suddenly John said: 'You know 


what's wrong? We should have con- 
tinued this kitchen linoleum right 
through into the breakfast room to 
tie the two rooms together.' And 
so he did the following weekend." 


(A detailed account of the kitchen 


project is given in a separate 
story.) 
• * • 


The Carltons had to start with a 


thorough cleaning of the old house 
— even fumigating. The garbage 
collectors were so pleased to find 
someone cleaning up the house that 
they sent special trucks to help re- 
move the debris. Mis. Carlton 
says she was ashamed of the refuse 
that had to be hauled away. They 
tore down loose plaster, torn wall- 
paper, removed rusted equipment 
and ripped out disreputable bath- 
room fixtures. 


Then the Carltons drew pictures 


— rough sketches of each wall of 
each room when they planned to 
make changes. They put in each 
window and each door and made 
careful measurements. They col- 
ored the sketches and studied their 
plans. 
, 


"You don't have to be an artist 


to do this," Carlton says. "Any- 
body can draw well enough to un- 
derstand it himself. No one but you 
will be looking at your drawing. 
But it's very important to draw 
picture plans. It helps you to see 
what you have in mind. You can't 
just trust to carrying all details in 
your mind, making costly mistakes 
and having to start over. It's cheap- 
er to make your mistakes on paper. 
And the more you plan and think 
about a job like this the better it 
turns out." 


He used rough sketches for or- 


dering the correct amounts of var- 
ious materials. 
If 
you 
make 


sketches of each of the four walls 
of a room, showing all dimensions, 
the location and sizes of windows 
and doors, a wallpaper dealer can 
give "you the correct number'of 
rolls- and minimize waste. 
• • • 


As for procedure, the kitchen 


came first. 


"We started in the essential liv- 


ing places," Jack said, "and of 
course, we had to eat. Furthermore 
the kitchen needed the, most work. 
Then we moved on to the living 
room so we could entertain our 
friends. And so on through the 
house. 


"We didn't try to complete ev- 


erything in one room at a tirrte. 
We have gone back to the kitchen 
twice. And I still have more pro- 
jects in mind." 


They had to sand down the wood- 


work, scrape and sand the floors. 
Jack 'rented a sanding machine, 
then did all the corners by hand, to 
get down to >Jhe onginal * wood, 
which turned out to be beautiful. 


"I found a fabulous quick drying 


finish for all the floors (called 
Fabulon) which proved much bet- 
ter than shellac or varnish. I could 


put on three thin coats in one eve- 
ning — it dried so fast — and got 
an excellent finish." 
• • * 


And the Carltons found there are 


many people in this world, who 
are willing and anxious to help the 
do-it-yourself man. 


"Wallpaper stores, for instance, 


will trim wallpaper for you for 
about 10 cents a roll. They do it 
by machine to give you a perfect 
edge for fitting. It makes it easy 
to match the pattern. You don't 
need any special wallpaper. What- 
ever paper you like can be trimmed 
at the store. 


"Your hardware dealer, lumber 


man, paint store man, all will help 
you with sound advice and job 
pointers. 


"New gadgets like paint rollers 


are a big help, too. I found there 
was nothing like a paint roller for 
doing ceilings. Just paint a strip 
around the edges with a brush to 
keep the roller from touching the 
walls and~away you go with a long- 
handled roller doing a perfect job. 
And you can get rollers for differ- 
ent textures, ranging from fine, 
smooth finishes to almost stippled 
effects. 


"If you wanted to paint a ceiling 


with a brush, and you and I had 
ceilings of the same size, I could 
do mine with a roller in Jess than 
half the time it would take you. 
I wouldn't have paint running down 
my arm, either." 


About the only technical help 


Carlton called in were a plumber 
and an electrician. 


"I had the plumber to save me 


from buying a lot of expensive 
plumbers' tools, which I might 
never need again. And I had the 
electrician to look over all work and 
put on the finishing touches to meet 
inspections. I wanted no trouble 
with building authorities or insur- 
ance men." 


Did they ever get discouraged in 


the midst of their task?

"Oh, yes," both Mr. and Mrs. 


Carlton answer in unison. "Lots of 
times. And they got tired, too. 
.JVhen Jack got fed up he would go 
play golf or go fishing for a change. 
But the challenge of the job always 
brought him back to it." 


Mrs. Carlton kept the meals go- 


ing and was always ready to get 
down from a stepladder, leave a 
strip of wallpaper dangling, to find 
a chisel or some nails for Jack. 


He built cupboards, valances ovef 


the windows in all roms, a work- 
bench in the boy's room, painted a 
mural on the wall of an upstairs 
sitting room-guest room, built a 
fence to broaden the lines of the 
house, put up an ornamental lamp 
post in the front yard, transformed 
the exterior from brown stain to 
a soft gray with white trim and 
yellow shutters (wearing a mask to 
keep the sanding dust from his 
lungs) ~ and did innumerable jobs 
in general. 
It doesn't take a lot of money to 


do what the_ Carltons have done. 
But it takes "imagination^ planning, 
a will to work and plenty of it.

HERE ARE some of 7he major points to watch to keep your house'weathercighc and in good working order: 


6 - 


1 -CHIMNEY CAP — Sec that it's tight and seals joints be- 


tween flue lining and masonry. 


2 - CRACKS or loose mortar in chimney mean trouble ahead. 


Remove loose mortar and repoint. Seal cracks. 


3- FLASHING around chimney, in roof valleys and at ridge 


should be rust-proof and undcrlap shingles at least 6 inches. 


4 -"SHINGLES which are curled, warped or split" mean roof 


leaks to come. Replace them. 
* 


5 - COMPOSITION SHINGLES which flap in the wind mean 


danger when a real gale blows. Cement the tabs down with 
asphalt cement— a dab the size of a half-dollar under each 
tab. 
ATTIC LOUVERS should provide openings to equal I 
square foot of opening to each 300 square feet of attic 
floor area. Screening with tf-inch mesh to keep out birds 
and squirrels is acceptable. Screening with insect mesh 
calls for doubling the size of the openings. 


7 -CALKING around attic louvers is highly important. Gable 


ends, where such vents arc placed, usually lack overhang- 
ing eaves and face into prevailing storms. Open joints ad- 
mit rain water into walls. 


8 -FULL INSULATION in attic floor prevents heat loss ; m 


winter; heat gain in summer. Check it foe settlement. Add 
more if needed. 


9 -ROOF GUTTERS prevent rain water from collecting coo 


dear to foundation walls, which can cause damp or wet 
basement. 


10 - LEADERS or downspouts should lead to adequate drain- 
IW 
.gc— storm sewers or dry wells to keep water away from 
foundation and basement. 


11 -SCREENING over roof gutters eliminates frequent clean- 


ing out of leaves and twigs, which clog gutters and cause 
overflows. 


12 - FLASHING and calkins is r-eeded around all windows and 


doocs to keep water out of walls. Moisture in walls causes 
paint to peel, plaster to fall. 


13 - WEATHERSTRIPPING around all windows and outer doors 


seals heat losses equal toa hole 3to4 inches in diameter. 


14 - A VAPOR BARRIER directly back of plaster or wallboard 


keeps indoor moisture from reaching cold outer walls to 
condense and rot timbers. If this barrier is wrongly placed 
against cold outer wall it does more harm than good. 


15 - INSULATION between studs in outer walls forms a blanket 


to keep a house warm in winter and cool in summer. 


16-DIAGONAL sheathing makes for the strongest house in 


rigidity. 


17-BUILDING paper over sheathing stops the wind, but 


should not be airtight or watertight. This allows tor 
breathing and the exit of moisture. 


18 - SIDING of clapboards, shingles, aluminum, masonry veneer 


or composition materials keeps out the weather. When 
siding is lumber or lumber products, it must be kept 
painted to be preserved. When it is masonry, its joints 
must be kept tight and free from cracks. 


19 - GRADING should slope away from foundation tn all direc- 


tions to insure drainage away from house. 


20 - TERMITES can be kept out of a house by keeping all wood 


from direct contact with the ground, letting sunlight and 
air reach all parts of exposed foundation and by having a 
rust-proof metal shield over the top of the foundation, 
under the sill timbers. 


21 -DON'T FORGET to paint basement window frames when 


painting trim. 


22 - GENEROUS ventilation is a must under houses built over 


crawl spaces instead of basements. Keep vents unob- 
structed. 


23 - BEWARE of overloading electric circuits. Any electrical 


appliance which causes lights to dim needs a separate 
circuit. Overloads indicate you are paying for power you 
don't receive. 


24 - WATER HAMMER in pipes is dangerous.. It is caused by 


vibrations which can loosen pipe joints and cause leaks. 
Install an air cushion—an airtight vertical length of 
capped pipe to provide a dead end filled with air. 


25 — KEEP combustibles away from heater. Keep paint and all 


volatile liquids out of the house. Prevent rubbish from 
collecting. 
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
